not be deteiued in bling any bnwholeſome Spices oꝛ Dzugges, oꝛ in buy- 
l ingthe vad in ſtead ofthe good; And hig Maieſtie and his noble pꝛoge⸗ 
nitoꝛs and pzedeceſſours, Kings and Queenes ofthis Kealme, in fur- 
therance of the good intended to the Subiect bythoſe Lawes and p20- 
[9/2] uiſions, haue from time to time, conftituted and appointed particular 
Al Officers by letters Patents bnder the great Deale of England, to view, 
5 garble , diſtinguiſh, ſeale, 02 marke the laid garbleable Spices, goods, 
wares and merchandizes: And yet notwithſtanding any courſe heretofoze taken, His Maieſtie is 
credibly infoꝛmed, that many abuſes are ſill pzactiſed and committed by Merchants, Maſters of 
Ships, Shopkeepers, and others vttering the ſaid Spices, D2ugges, goods, wares and merchan- 
diles, tontrary to the true meaning oftheſaid Lawes, Statutes, Letters Patents, and other pꝛoui⸗ 
ſions afoꝛeſaid, to the great pꝛeiudice of his M ueſties Dubtects of this Kingdome in generall, 
his Maieſty (foꝛ pꝛeuenting the like tnconnentenceshereafter, and that all men whom the pꝛemi⸗ 
ſes ſhali tonterne, may take notite ot his Pleaſure, and be void ot all extuſe, foꝛ want of knowledge 
oꝛ vnderſtanding of the ſame, if hereafter they ſhall offend in this kinde ) hathout of his accuſtomed 
grace, cauſed his Royall and Paincely care and fauour to be by thele pzelents vntuerſally diuulged 
and publiſhed, And therekoze, his moſt Excellent Mateſtie , doeth ſtraitly charge and command, 
That no perſon oz perſons, Engliſhmen,. Dentzen oꝛ ſtranger, doe at any time oꝛ times hereaffer,pze- 
ſume 02 attempt to ſell, oꝛ offer ta be ſolde within this Realme of England, the Dominion of wales, oz 
pozt, oꝛ towne of Barwicke,any maner of Spices, D2ugges, fruits, ſeeds, goods, wares, oz merchandt- 
zes garbleable,that are, oꝛ at any time hereafter ſhall, may, 02 ought to be garbled, biewed,ſearched, 
tryed, made cleane, packed, bagged, marked oꝛ made wholeſome oz meet foꝛ mans ble, oz the good 
from the bad to be diuided, ſeuered, ſeparated, oꝛ made knowen, vntill theſame be by the Garblers ol 
the City of London within the laid City and liberties thereof, and out of the ſame City,by the garbler 
oꝛ officer thereto by his Mateſtte, his Hetres oz Succeſſoꝛs, aſſigned oz appointed, and hereafterto be 
affigned 02 appointed, their deputies oꝛ aſſignes, garbled, viewed, ſearched, tryed, madecleane, clean- 
ſed, packed, bagged and marked, and the good from the bad dtutded, ſeuered, ſeparated, and made 
knowen, and ſealed oz marked attoꝛding to the Lawes, Ozdinances, and Pꝛouiſions heeretofoze 
made in that behalfe, vpon ſuch patnes, penalties andpuntſhments, as by the Lawes and Statutes 
ofthis Realme, oꝛ by his Maieſties pꝛerogatiue Royall, may be inflitted vpon them foz ſuch their of- 
fences and contempt againſt his Royall command. And his Maieſty doth allo charge and command, 
aſwell all and ſingular Merchants, and other perſon Eperſons whatſoeuer, which (hallimpoze any 
of the ſaid Spices, Dꝛugs, fruits, ſeeds, oz other the pꝛemiſſes whatſoeuer, and all others whom if 
ſhall oꝛ may concerne, That they noꝛ any of them doe at any time hereafter pzactiſe, doe, oꝛ put in 
v2e, any ſhift, way, oꝛ deuice whatloeuer, either by entring the lame ſpices, dzugges, wares and mer- 
thandiſes garbleable in the Cuſtomehouſes, in the name oꝛ names of any other perſon oz perſons, 
then the true owners thereof, oz by too ſudden and haſtie tconueying the ſamefrom the Cuſtomehou- 
ſes, befozethe Garbler map conuenientiy take notice thereof, oz otherwiſe howſoener, whereby the 
true intent of this his Maieſties Pꝛoclamation may bein any ſoꝛt deluded oꝛ defrauded, oz whereby 
any the ſaid ſpices, dzugges, wares oꝛ merchandiſes garbleable,may be ſolde and — krom hand to 
hand without being garbled ſearched, diſtinguiſhed oz diutded, as afozeſaid. And his Maieſtie doeth 


hereby charge and command all Cuſtomers and other Officers whatſoeuer, That they take ſpeciall __ 
care and regard to the due perfoꝛmante ot the pꝛemiſles, as they tender his Pateſties pleaſure, ann 


will auoid the contrary.
